Several Washington C.H. officials 
were on hand for the presentation, 
including City Manager Dan Wolford, 
along with executives of the Kresge 
Company and Developers Diversified, 
Inc., of Cleveland, which constructed 
the building. 
Washington C.H. police officers 
became involved in the grand opening 
ceremony as well when they were 
called to control traffic, which was 
blocked all the way to the edge of town 
minutes after the opening.

Nixon s vital signs stabilized 


LONG BEACH , Calif. (A P ) — 
Richard M. Nixon’s doctor says it is too 
early to make a longrange prediction 
on the health of the former president. 
But 
Dr. John 
C. 
Lungren said 
Wednesday that Nixon’s vital signs 
have stabilized, although he remains on 
the critical list. 
Nixon lapsed into vascular shock 
following urgent surgery for phlebitis 
on Tuesday. Doctors worked for three 
hours to restore stable blood cir­ 
culation. 
Nixon’s former presidential news 
secretary, Ronald L. Ziegler, told 
newsmen, meanwhile, that the 61-year- 
old ex-president came very close to 
death during the postoperative emer­ 
gency. 
“ There is no doubt that we almost 
lost President Nixon yesterday af­ 
ternoon,” said Ziegler. 
Ziegler said Nixon’s condition grew 
so serious that " I think it’s fortunate 
that President Nixon was in the in­ 
tensive care unit.” 
Nixon’s doctors, however, side­ 
stepped questions on whether Nixon’s 
life was in danger during the period of 
postoperative shock and bleeding 
behind the membrane that surrounds 
his abdomen. 
By Memorial Hospital Medical 
Center’s definition, critical condition 
means vital signs are not stable and not 
within normal limits — “ Indicators are 
unfavorable.” 
A hospital spokesmen said that by 
keeping Nixon on the critical list, “ it 
means the doctor still fears that Mr. 
Nixon may have further trouble.” 
Lungren, Nixon’s doctor for 22 years, 
said through a hospital spokesman that 
Nixon’s internal bleeding had been ar­ 
rested and that he was receiving 
medication for pain and occasional 
nausea. 
‘‘AU 
emergency 
resuscitation 
equipment for any contingency” is at 
his bedside, Lungren added. 


A hospital spokesman said a tube had 
been inserted through Nixon’s nose and 
into his stomach to drain off fluids and 
prevent 
swelling 
of 
the 
abdomen 
because he could not move his bowels, 
a side-effect of the bleeding. 
President Ford is campaigning in 
nearby Los Angeles today, but a White 
House spokesman said Ford had no 
plans to visit Nixon. 
The spokesman said Ford was 
watching Nixon’s condition closely, 
however. 
Nixon’s wife, Pat, and daughters, 
Julie Nixon Eisenhower and Tricia 
Nixon Cox, maintained a vigil. Mrs. 
Nixon remained by her husband’s bed 
and the daughters were busy an­ 


swering telephone calls offering best 
wishes and opening get well cards. 
Mrs. Nixon and her daughters have 
been sleeping at a private residence in 
Long Beach, 50 miles north of Nixon’s 
seaside estate at San Clemente. 
The hospital switchboard has been 
swamped with calls since Nixon un­ 
derwent surgery to insert a clothes pin­ 
like clamp over a vein in his groin area. 
The clamp was implanted to prevent a 
newly discovered blood clot from 
moving to his heart and lungs. 
Nixon re-entered the hospital Oct. 23 
after home drug therapy proved 
ineffective in treating the phlebitis. He 
was hospitalized for 12 days ending Oct. 
4 for treatment of the problem.

Agents from the Ohio Bureau of 
Criminal Investigation, London, have 
compiled a sketch of a man wanted in 
connection with the kidnapping and 
rape of a young Washington C H. area 
woman Tuesday night. 
Investigators from the Bureau of 
Criminal Investigation composed the 
sketch of the kidnap-rape suspect after 
interviewing the victim of the incident 
which began at the Washington Square 
Shopping Center at the north cor­ 
poration of Washington C.H. about 8:30 
p.m.

The suspect has been identified as 
being 25-30 years of age, five feet, seven 
inches in height and weighing ap­ 
proximately 150 pounds.

The 
next prosecution witness is scheduled 
to be Robert Reisner, Magruder’s 
assistant at the re-election committee. 
Cacheris focused his questioning of 
Magruder on the former campaign 
aide’s admitted perjury on numerous 
occasions before he began cooperating 
with prosecutors in April 1973, and on 
his use of $6,000 in re-election com­ 
mittee funds. 
Cacheris drew from Magruder 
confirmation that he had told F B I 
agents April 19, 1973, that prior to the 
June 17, 1972, break-in “you had not 
received one dime from the committee 
to re-elect the president other than 
salary.” 
He admitted also telling the agents 
that after the break-in he had tried for 
"self preservation” to accumulate as 
much money as possible from the 
committee. 
Magruder apparently accumulated 
$6,000 in committee funds for possible 
use to pay legal fees. But when the 
committee picked up some of the fees 
he returned the money. 
Cacheris cited several occasions on 
which Magruder had lied under oath 
and each time asked him if he had been 
charged with perjury by the special 
Watergate prosecutors. 
Magruder, who pleaded guilty Aug. 
16,1973, to a single count of conspiracy

Kent State jury 
visits campus 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The jury 
in the Kent State University shootings 
trial has seen where four students were 
killed and nine others wounded in 1970 
preparatory to hearing its first 
testimony. 
The jurors were accompanied on a 
campus visit Wednesday by seven of 
the eight 
form er 
Ohio 
National 
Guardsmen indicted in connection with 
a 13-second burst of gunfire May 4, 
1970, that climaxed four days of student 
protest of U.S. military involvement in 
Cambodia. 
The eighth defendant, William E. 
Perkins, 28, of Canton, was absent 
because of illness. 
Presentation of evidence in the trial 
was to start today, with photographers 
who pictured the events leading to and 
following the shootings expected to be 
among the first witnesses. 
Escorted by 
U.S. 
marshals 
and 
campus security officers, the jurors 
began 
their one-hour 
tour 
at 
the 
location of the Army Reserve Officers 
Training 
Corps 
building 
that 
was 
burned by demonstrators on the night 
of May 2,1970. That burning resulted in 
guardsm en being ordered to the 
campus. 
Follow ing 
the 
route 
taken 
by 
National Guard units on the day of the 
shootings, the jurors went to the 
Com m ons, 
where 
dem onstrators 
gathered; crossed Blanket Hill, from 
which the gunfire erupted, and visited 
the parking lot where the four slain 
students fell. 
The tour also took them to the foot­ 
ball practice field at the bottom of the 
hill where guardsmen were stopped by 
a fence and were met with what 
defense attorneys have described as 
obscenities and a hail of rocks from 
demonstrators. 
The jurors then walked back up the 
hill, following the path of guardsmen in 
their retreat from the practice field 
just before they began firing. 
The campus visit was the jury’s only 
business of the day. 
“It certainly brought back a lot of 
unpleasant m em ories,” said Barry W. 
Morris, 30, of Kent, one of the defen­ 
dants. 
James D. McGee, 28, of Ravenna, 
another defendant, said that because of 
those memories, “ I will be glad to leave 
here.” 
Jam es E. Pierce, 30, of Amelia 
Island, Fla., also among those charged 
with assaulting and intimidating the 
victims and others by firing weapons in 
their direction, said he had mixed 
feelings about the visit.

brought 
back 
unpleasant 
memories, but there also were some 
pleasant memories; I grew up here,” 
he said. 
The ex-guardsmen were indicted last 
March 29 by a federal grand jury that 
spent

The indictment also charged them 
with depriving the victim s and others 
of their constitutional right against loss 
of freedom without due process of law.

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W A SH IN G T O N COURT HOUSE

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— George 
Smith, the Republican candidate for 
attorney general, is convinced he has 
raised important issues in his cam­ 
paign against Democratic incumbent 
William J, Brown. 
Convincing headline writers, voters 
and his opponent is more difficult. 
With the Nov. 5 election only days 
away, Smith’s copying machine has 
been working overtime turning out 
sharply worded criticisms of Atty. Gen. 
Brown’s performance in office. 
The Franklin County Prosecutor held 
a news conference recently sum­ 
marizing his case against Brown on two 
charts outlining a variety of charges. 
Irater the same week he repeated the 
five accusations almost verbatim 
before the Republican state convention 
with emphasis on his theme that “Ohio 
cannot afford William J. Brown.” 
Both candidates acknowledge Brown 
is leading. 
Despite the broad range of Smith’s 
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attack, Brown’s strategists do not 
believe Smith’s campaign has caught 
fire. 
“We are consciously not responding 
to every attempt of George to grab at 
straws or grab some media,’’ said Mike 
D’Angelo, 
Brown’s 
campaign 
manager. 
However, the attorney general or his 
spokesmen have reacted to Smith’s 
major charges. 
The challenger accuses the present 
office-holder 
of 
extravagance, 
claiming Brown’s budget has shot up 
from $6.6 million to $18.8 million in my 
first 90 days in office,” Smith has said. 
Brown's people say the $18.8 million 
figure is inflated by almost $4 million 
received in federal money. 
The attorney general also points to 
increased activity 
in 
civil rights, 
consumer protection and the en­ 
vironment as a result of his priorities 
and because of new state laws in all 
these areas. 
Brown wrote the Consumer Sales 
Practices Act. 
The attorney general's office does not 
cost anything,” said Jack Madigan, 
Brown’s press secretary, "because we 
take in more than we spend. 
Madigan referred to collection of 
outstanding state debts and antitrust 
enforcement. 
Smith alleges that Brown and his 
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young staff are responsible for in­ 
correct legal opinions and costly 
mishandlings of lawsuits — 
most 
notably the 
controversial 
and 
in­ 
credibly complicated Four Seasons 
Nursing Homes case. 
That subject revives 
unhappy 
memories for most Republicans, 
dating back as it does to the statehouse 
loan scandal during the final year of the 
last GOP administration in 1970. 
Smith claims Brown bungled the 
handling of the Four Seasons lawsuit to 
the tune of $2 million. 
Brown said Ohio has collected $2.6 
million of a $4 million loan to the 
nursing homes, but admits an oversight 
by his office could cost the state 
$950,000 in loan interest A decision to 
this effect by a federal judge in Denver 
is being appealed before the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Smith’s charts did not dredge up a 
nine-month-old General Accounting 
Office report, but the federal audit of 
Democratic fund-raising activities has 
been among the most publicized issues 
of the campaign. 
Lt. Gov. John W. Brown in his 
keynote address to the Republican 
state convention accused Democrats of 
covering up allegations of campaign fi­ 
nance law violations. 
The next day in Toledo Smith called 
on Brown to respond to his offer of the 
services of the Franklin County grand 
jury. 
Brown replied in a letter to the 
Columbus prosecutor, "Your offer of 
time and space...is not relevant to that 
investigation since most of the 
allegations in the report related to 
conduct in Cuyahoga County.” 
The matter came to a head a few 
days back in Cleveland during the only 
public debate of the campaign between 
the two men. Brown rose in anger after 
Smith asked why he had not yet taken 
the matter before a grand jury. 
"If there is probable cause to take it 
to a grand jury, I will,” said Brown. 
Brown said his office had interviewed 
70 state employes during October and 
had scheduled 200 more, making it 
doubtful any prosecution would begin 
before Nov. 5. 
The candidates’ individual platforms 
have received little attention. 
Brown has issued lengthy position 
papers on his record in office, con­ 
sumer protection and crime. Smith’s 
"Program for Tomorrow” calls for 
more direct participation from busi­ 
ness, industry and the academ ic 
community in solving state problems. 
The polls offer no surprises and 
probably little insight. 
The "secret” Republican survey 
shows Brown in the lead but slipping 
more than 
any other Democratic 
candidate along with a "huge un­ 
decided vote.”

Brown holding a comfortable margin.

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Another View 


One or two valid questions have 
been raised as to radio and television 
coverage of all public sessions of 
Congress.

XEN IA , Ohio (A P) — Loved soybean 
plants grow bigger and produce more 
beans than plants fed only water and 
mineral nutrients, according to results 
released by the experimenter. 
Gus 
Alexander, 
an 
assistant 
professorof speech communications at 
Wright State University, said there was 
a “ significant positive difference” in 
the yield of soybeans telepathically fed 
love ovfcr the yield of the unloved ones. 
The experimental loved soybeans 
yielded 4 per cent more in net weight 
than the control rows in five out of six 
paired plots. 
Maynard Bingaman’s entire 90-acre 
field east of here, which was harvested, 
combined and weighed at the field on 
Monday, yielded a total of 4,540 pounds. 
The field was divided into 12 alter­ 
nate plots, six control and six ex­ 
perimental, Alexander explained. The 
loved beans weighed 2,825 pounds and 
the unloved beans 2,715. 
Each night since August, the ex­ 
perim ental 
plots 
had 
received 
messages of love sent by IO members of 
the Church of the Golden Key. 
Previous results in a smaller plot 
harvested earlier from the middle of 
the field were inconclusive. However, 
results from the entire field were a 
“ success,” Alexander said.

Army plans fight 
against blackbirds 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Army 
has a new enemy with 14 million air­ 
borne troops — a noisy horde of black­ 
birds roosting in a pine grove. 
The birds are flocking to the pine 
forests of Ft. Campbell, Ky., and the 
Milan Army Ammunitions Plant in 
Tennessee as they have in previous au­ 
tumns, but this year the Army is 
preparing a fight to the finish. 
A Pentagon spokesman said Tuesday 
the Army plans to spray the birds with 
a detergent that will remove the natu­ 
ral oil from their feathers. The oil 
protects the birds from inclement 
weather, and when the temperature 
drops below 45 degrees the birds will 
die from the cold. 
The Environmental Defense Fund 
says there are more humane ways of 
handling the problem, but does not 
dispute the need to get rid of the esti­ 
mated 14 million blackbirds. 
Maureen Hinkle, a pesticides expert 
at the environmental organization, 
suggested that the Army set up a large 
funnel near the resting grounds with a 
light at the end of the funnel. If the light 
is turned on in the middle of the night, 
the birds will fly directly into it, killing 
themselves instantaneously as they 
strike the lens, she said. 
The birds, mostly starlings, became 
a problem several years ago when pine 
groves at Ft. Campbell and at the 
ammunitions plant matured to a point

There are few natural predators, and 
nearby farms provide sufficient grain 
fields for the birds to raid for food. 
In Hopkinsville, Ky., 15 miles north of 
the Army post, town clerk Terry 
Rogers said the birds must go. 
“ We grow quite a bit of grain and 
they’ve done hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of damage,” he said, 
explaining that the birds’ foraging trips 
take them over a 100-square-mile area. 
The Environmental Defense Fund 
said it would consider seeking court 
action to halt the Army if the Army 
does not first publish an assessment of 
the environmental impact of its attack.

Venezuelan press meet 


A visit to Venezuela is an exciting 
experience, 
but 
R ecord-H erald 
publisher Paul F. Rodenfels wouldn’t 
want to live there; just give him good 
old Fayette County. 
Along with other Ohio newspaper 
publishers, Rodenfels and his wife, 
R oberta, 
recently 
returned 
to 
Washington C.H. from a 10-day trip to 
the South American country where 
they attended the Inter-A m erican 
Press Association meeting in Caracas, 
the country’s capital city. 


“A FOUR-HOUR flight from New 
York to the airport located on the 
Caribbean Sea and some 40 minutes 
away from downtown Caracas and you 
unload in the heat of the evening,” 
Rodenfels said. ‘‘A trip by taxi over a 
mountain into the city is exciting with 
the busy four-lane highway serving as 
the only surface entrance into the city 
from the busy seaport located near the 
airport.” 
The country’s capital city is located 
in a valley stretching some 20 miles in 
length. The city is filled with constant 
traffic snarls and gives one the im­ 
pression of being new with the abun­ 
dance of modern buildings. “Most 
business was delayed with a two-hour 
siesta between the hours of noon and 2 
p.m. adding more traffic problems as 
most workers tried to drive home and 
return to their jobs during those 
hours,” he said. 
The newspaper publishers heard 
reports of freedom of the press and 
information about a number of foreign 
countries during the five-day session. A 
lengthy debate on CIA involvement in 
Chile, reports on the situation in Peru 
from newspaper editors, who had just 
visited there, plus reports from exiled 
publishers. 
An Iranian am bassador to Venezuela 
led a stimulating session on oil and 
energy as he defended the action of the 
OPEC nations and suggested the non­ 
oil producing nations start burning 
their trees for heat. 
That 
prom pted 
a 
new sprint 
m anufacturer later to say if that 
suggestion was followed “we would 
soon have to find a way to make paper 
out of oil.” 


The 
am b assador 
claim ed 
the 
Venezuelans were not responsible for 
the ram pant inflation in the United 
States by increasing oil prices, but did 
request that the U.S. reduce its use of 
oil because Venezuela is concerned 
with depleting its supplies. 
The group of newspaper publishers 
w as 
en tertain ed 
a t 
the 
official 
residence of Venezuelan 
President 
Carlos Andres Perez. The Venezuelan 
president said “ the press in the in­ 
dustrial nations pay little attention to 
events and issues in Latin America.” 
He also said Venezuela is a country 
where there are no limitations on the 
exercise of freedom of the press and 
freedom of expression. 
Following the sessions held in 
Caracas the group engaged in a sight­ 
seeing tour. Angel Falls was a breath­ 
taking sight, falling from a height of 
3,280 feet. The group stopped overnight 
at Canaima, accessible only by air­ 
plane, with its vast lagoon beached by 
rose-colored sand. A trip from the 
camp by dugout into the jungle and a 
visit with some of the Indians in their 
primitive surroundings; Guri Dam, 
which provides electric power for the 
entire country and Ciudad Guayana, 
which is on its way to becoming one of 
the most productive industrial cities in 
South America, were other stops. 
A flight to the Maracaibo oil fields as 
guests of the Creole Petroleum Corp. 
was aborted about half way 
when 
trouble developed in one of the plane’s 
engines. 


THE RODENFELS also visited the 
island of M argarita, off the nor­ 
theastern coast of Venezuela, where 
they viewed the islanders in their 
quaint villages and towns. The island is 
the pearl capital of the world. 
On the return flight, the group landed 
for customs at Dulles International 
Airport in Washington D.C. before the 
final flight to Kennedy 
International 
Airport 
“ It was a great experience meeting 
them and learning of their problems,” 
Rodenfels said. “We as newspaper 
publishers must continue to fight to 
insure that the U.S. press remains free 
from all government interference.”

LISTINGS NEEDED 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)™ Doctors 
from throughout the United States, 
Canada and Puerto Rico gathered in 
Columbus Tuesday and Wednesday for 
the first major conference on Reye’s 
Syndrome, a mysterious and lethal 
childhood disease. 
Over 300 pediatricians, neurologists, 
epidemiologists and pathologists at­ 
tended the conference sponsored by the 
Children's Hospital Research Foun­ 
dation. 
The mechanism, cause and treat­ 
ment of Reye’s Syndrome are still 
unknown, Dr 
Charles B. Reiner, a 
Pathologist at Children’s Hospital, said 
during a news conference held by a 
panel of the sponsoring physicians. 
Reye’s Syndrome is an uncontagious, 
relatively rare disease which attacks 
children and teenagers who have just 
suffered certain viral infections, such 
as chicken pox or influenza, said Dr. 
Lawrence Corey of the Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga. 
A small outbreak of the syndrome 
last year, 
following 
a 
nationwide 
epidemic of influenza, led to increased 
public and physicians’ awareness of the 
little known disease, Corey said. 
The Center 
for Disease Control 
received reports of 428 suspect cases 
for the winter season, he said. The 
syndrome is fatal in about 50 per cent of 
the cases. 
The syndrome is thought to be a 
metabolic disturbance affecting the 
liver which is triggered somehow by 
the viral infection, the doctors ex­ 
plained. The result is an abnormally 
high level of ammonia in the blood 
which is toxic to the brain and the 
central 
nervous 
system. 
However, 
there is no proven explanation of the 
disease. 
A child with Reye’s Syndrome is 
overcome with uncontrollable nausea 
and vomiting, drowsiness, convulsions, 
delirium and in the final stage, coma, 
Corey said. 
“ Scrupulous supportive care is most 
important’’ in the treatment of the 


syndrome, 
said 
Dr. 
Morey 
W. 
Haymond, professor of pediatrics at 
Washington University in St. Louis. 
“ As of the moment, there is no 
universally accepted modality of 
therapy," Corey said.

Blue laws 
are upheld 


PITTSBURGH (A P)—The Penn­ 
sylvania Supreme Court has upheld the 
constitutionality of the state’s blue laws 
while striking down a provision which 
allowed family-owned stores to stay 
open Sunday. 
In a 17-page opinion issued Wed­ 
nesday, Ju stice Lewis Manderino 
wrote: 


“ The state has a valid interest in 
providing a day of rest and recreation 
for members of the public, and general 
proscriptions against Sunday sales are 
constitutional. 


“ Many exceptions to the general 
prohibitions have been upheld because 
of a recognition can be enhanced by the 
employment of some on the day set 
aside for the rest and recreation of 
others.” 
The challenge to the Sunday closing 
policy was brought by Nate Goodman, 
operator of an Erie grocery known as 
the Paul Bunyan Store, who filed suit in 
Erie County Common Pleas Court in 
1972.

Ancient trade hard to abandon 
for elderly Columbus brothers 
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Prisoner strike at Lebanon over

Carl Ruzicka stopped tapping with 
what looked like a primitive axe of 
some sort, stood upright bending his 63- 
year^ld body in a convex stretch and 
proclaimed, “This is one of the two 
oldest professions in the world and I 
don’t think I have to tell you what the 
other one is,” he mused with his eyes 
twinkling, “and I’m very proud to be 
apart of it.” 
Ruzicka and five of his brothers 
entered into his father’s trade of stone 
masonry in their early teens. His father 
hrd learned the trade in Germany 
before he came to the United States 
during the turn of the century and had 
told his sons, “ It’s good, honest work 
which gives you room to flex your 
muscles in the sunshine and money 
enough to live decently.” 
Carl and his 65-year-old brother 
George, after almost 50 years in the 
trade, were now doing just that; flexing 
their 
m uscles 
in 
the 
sunshine, 
remodeling the stone front on the 
Howard Osborne mansion across from 
the F ay ette County Museum on 
Washington Avenue, which has become 
the new site of the Gerstner-Kinzer 
Funeral Home, to be completed in mid- 
November. 


BUT, what were these two men in 
their sixties doing, pounding and lifting 
heavy rocks when they should be home 
adding to their stamp collections or 
working crossw ord puzzles, while 
sitting in rocking chairs and smoking 
pipes? 
Carl had a pointed answer, “There 
just isn’t anyone around anymore who 
does this kinda stuff. We were half 
begged and half fast-talked into coming 
out of retirem ent in order to help out 
and now here we are. George and I 
don’t have any sense anymore. This job 
is too big — oh, we’ll get it done, but we 
aren’t going to look for anymore work 
afterw ards!” Carl exclaimed. 
George, who was on a scaffold laying 
the stones in thick layers of mortar, 
motioned to Carl for more stone and the 
tapping began once again. 


The two brothers from Columbus, 
along with Homer Evans, 64, an em ­ 
ploye of Great Oaks Construction Co., 
Inc., were the only three working on 
this aspect of the remodeling project. 
Carl looked up from his work and 
muttered. "This would be going a lot 
faster if we could get some decent help 
who knew what to do. Setting the stone 
goes more quickly than the cutting so, 
there should be two people on the 
cutting detail.” 


When Carl was asked how he and his 
brother were found and contracted to 
do the job, he replied, “George has 
worked in Washington C. H. before. He 
did the stone work on Grace United 
Methodist Church, while working for 
Great Oaks Construction Co., under 
general superintendent, Bob Whitaker, 
who is also heading up this job. When 
your skilled in a dying trade and you’ve 
left your calling card on the good work 
you’ve done in the past, it’s hard to 
hide.”

Others who are 
scheduled to move into the Main Street 
building initially are Polk Real Estate, 
William Pool Insurance, and Sabre 
Systems, Inc., a tax consulting com­ 
pany. Tentative arrangem ents have 
been completed for the other four of­ 
fices, one of which is expected to be a 
local attorney’s office. 
A number of local personnel have 
expressed an interest in assuming 
office space on the second floor which 
will be completed some time later, and 
it appears that the basement will house 
several small shops.

There had been a possibility Israel 
could make a deal with King Hussein of 
Jordan to return to his control the West 
Bank territory his grandfather an­ 
nexed in 1948 and Hussein lost in the 
1967 war. 
The Arabs say Jordan can still 
negotiate, but things are different now. 
Hussein would be doing so with the 
PLO, the Syrians and others looking 
over his shoulder, none of them his 
friends. 
Arab statem ents give Israel good 
reason to be convinced that a PLO- 
ruled state would be just a first step. 
The Arabs proclaim a minimum goal of 
a secular state for all of what was 
Palestine before the 1948 war. That 
would mean no more Jewish national 
home. 
Israel cannot tolerate the prospect of 
the West Bank in the hands of an entity 
pledged to her destruction, so even 
moderate voices speculate gloomily on 
a new round of war. 
The speculation is quickened by the 
decision of the Arab oil rulers to lavish 
$2.5 billion on Egypt, Syria, Jordan and 
the PLO. The money will go to a war 
economy chest and the Arabs are likely 
to be seized with the idea that they 
cannot lose. To avert such a develop­ 
ment, the Israelis might ponder a 
preventive war. 
T here 
are 
som e 
indications, 
however, that the Arab rulers are being 
cautious. They seem at pains to note 
that the door is still open to the 
K issinger stepby-step approach to 
some sort of settlement. 
To sell Israel on any negotiations 
with the Arabs it would be necessary to 
persuade her she won’t be asked to 
negotiate away her existence as a 
Jewish state. Only the two superpowers 
together could provide the guarantees. 
Can the Soviet Union, in view of all 
this, now be tested? Is detente im­ 
portant enough to the Kremlin to 
persuade it to restrain its Arab clients 
and demonstrate its interest in a peace­ 
ful world by cooperating in a search for 
a way out of a highly perilous situation?

After the raids, the police barricaded 
main streets leading to the center of the 
city.

Clerk enters guilty plea to theft 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A payroll 
clerk in the Hamilton County auditor’s 
office says paid himself $18,146 in 45 
extra paychecks since Jan. 2 because 
he was not getting paid for 60 hours 
overtime each week. 
Charles Hunninghake, 38, who was 
convicted of embezzlement of $2,000 
from a Cincinnati bank in 1962, pleaded 
guilty 
to embezzlement and 
theft 
charges in Hamilton County Common 
Pleas Court Wednesday. 
The 12-year employe said he was 
forced to work as payroll clerk for all 
county officers and director of the new 
data processing operation in the audi­ 
tor’s office. 
"I didn’t mean to steal the money the 
way it looks. I actually worked for it,” 
Hunninghake told the court. He gave 


the prosecutor a check for the missing 
amount at the sam e time. 
"It is a tragedy that with your work 
record you would take money that 
didn’t belong to you,” said Judge 
Robert Black. 
Sentence 
was 
deferred 
for 
a 
probation investigation and a pre­ 
sentence hearing to be scheduled later. 
Conviction, under Ohio law, calls for 
a minimum sentence of one year in jail 
and a maximum of IO, court officials 
said. 
Hunninghake had received a two- 
year probationary sentence from U.S. 
District Court in 1962 after pleading 
guilty to a $2,000 embezzlement at the 
First National Bank, where he worked 
as a teller.

Corn harvesting 
ahead of schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Harvest of 
the battered 1974 corn crop edged near 
the half-way mark last weekend, ahead 
of the normal schedule for this time of 
year, says the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
A new corn production estim ate will 
be issued by USDA Nov. IO based on 
field surveys the first of the month. The 
report also will include updated 
estimates for soybeans, wheat and 
other m ajor crops. 
M eantim e, the departm ent said 
Wednesday in a weekly weather report 
that the corn harvest nationally was 
about 49 per cent completed as of Oct. 
27. That was slightly ahead of 46 per 
cent normally harvested by that date. 
Corn harvesting in the Corn Belt 
states was 45 per cent finished, ranging 
from about 19 per cent completed in 
Michigan to 86 per cent in South 
Dakota 


The soybean harvest was estimated 
at 61 per cent done by Oct. 27, ahead of 
normal but trailing the 1973 pace. 
About 78 per cent of the Corn Belt crop 
was harvested, compared with 81 per 
cent last year and 
the historical 
average of 75 per cent, the report said. 
Officials said rain last week in the 
southern Plains delayed the windup of 
winter wheat planting but that the 
moisture helped the crop that was 
planted. The wheat was in “mostly 
good” 
condition 
in 
Texas 
and 
Oklahoma, the report said. 


But in Kansas the moisture supply 
has been spotty, meaning that winter 
wheat condition 
is showing 
“con­ 
siderable variation,” the report said. 
Dry conditions still prevailed in much 
of the northern Plains and Pacific 
Northwest.

Lions to entertain Miami Trace 
Panthers' strength worries Pfeifer

Miami Trace will be invading Card 
ner Park Stadium this Friday and

Maurice Pfeifer, who is in his 10th year 
at the helm of the Blue Lions, rates this 
year’s edition of the Panthers as the 
most aggressive Miami Trace team he 
has ever faced. 
This year’s Fayette County feud is 
especially spiced by the possibility of 
one of the teams sharing the league 
championship. Both the Lions and 
Panthers enter the game with 6-2 
season marks and 3-1 records in the 
South Central Ohio League. Circleville 
is presently leading the SCOL with a 4-1 
record and the Tigers conclude their 
season with Hillsboro this week 
“ They (Miami Trace) have a very 


solid unit," Pfeifer indicated. “ The 
Panthers tend to rely more on physical 
strength than team quickness.” 
“ Miami Trace's defense is especially 
strong and they throw a lot of people at 
you up front,” Pfeifer pointed out. 
“ They pressure their opponents into 
making mistakes. Miami Trace has 
excellent pursuit on defense because all 
you see is a big white wave of eight 
players coming at you all the time.” 
Pfeifer also felt the Panthers possess

rush of tackle Ron Warnock. Pfeifer 
praised Mossbarger and Cobb for their 
knowledge of the game and their ability 
to know where the football is at all 
times. 
Pfeifer’s defense will be facing the 
leading quarterback in the league. The 
Panthers’ Tom Riley has completed 35 
of 68 passes for 459 yards and has been 
intercepted three times, all of which 
occurred in Miami Trace’s 42-6 loss to 
Jackson. Riley is also one of the 
strongest runners in the league, as he 
has picked up 450 yards in 102 carries 
for a 4.41 yard average per carry. 
“ Basically, I do not think Riley is 
that good of a passer,” Pfeifer noted. 
“ However, every time he throws the 
ball, it is usually on the money and he 
seldom puts the ball up for grabs. He is 
definitely a big threat in running the 
ball. 
When 
R iley 
goes 
to 
the 
air, 
Mossbarger and Jeff Smithson are 
considered to be his top choices. Pfeifer 
feels that Mossbarger is the most 
dependable among Riley’s receiving 
corps. Mossbarger has caught five 
conversion passes and one touchdown 
aerial this season. 


Offensive punch in the running game 
is generally provided by fullback Jeff 
Sagar and halfback Rex Coe, Sagar has 
produced 768 yards in 129 carries and 
has accounted for 76 points. Coe, a 
sophomore, has been coming on strong 
in recent weeks and has now picked up 
223 yards in 40 carries. In four league 
games, Coe is averaging 5.58 yards per 
carry. 


“ Sagar is a very competitive back,” 
Pfeifer said. “ He is the type of runner 
who gains most of his yardage by 
running on desire.” 


“ As far as Coe is concerned, I have 
been very impressed with the way he 
has progressed,” Pfeifer added. “ He 
possesses the good speed they needed 
since Miami Trace lost Tom Pfaff at 
the beginning of the year.” 


When the two squads take the field, 
the Panthers’ offense will be holding a 
weight advantage of 14 pounds per 
player over the defense of Washington. 
Court House’s offense will be yielding 
nearly seven pounds per player to 
Miami Trace’s defense. 


Washington is presently recovering 


from a 35-0 shelling by Circleville last 
week. Not only did the loss break a 
four game winning streak on the year, 
but it also broke a 10-game winning 
streak in league play and represented 
the first time since a 16-0 loss to 
Wilmington in 1966 that the Lions have 
been held scoreless. 


One of the major concerns for Pfeifer 
and his staff has been lack of offensive 
consistency from the Lions. In the 
Circleville loss, Washington ran a total 
of 40 plays in comparison to 67 plays for 
the Tigers. 
Although Miami Trace only lost 14-12 
to the Tigers, there is not really that 
much difference between 
the two 
schools. Washington’s offense has been 
averaging nearly 12 points per game, 
while the defense has been holding the 
opponents to approximately 7.5 points 
per contest. The Panthers’ offense has 
collected an average of 18 points each 
game and the defense has yielded an 
average of eight points per game. 
No players of the week were selected 
for the Blue Lions in the Circleville 
loss. 
Last year, the Lions bested the 


Panthers 36-12 to stretch their edge in 
the 13-game series to 7-5-1. Pfeifer’s 
coaching record against Miami Trace 
is 5-4. 
Neither team can afford to tie in this 
week's contest. With Circleville being 
such an overwhelming favorite to win 
its game with Hillsboro, the winner of 
the Fayette County clash also needs a 
victory in their final game to tie for the 
championship. 
“ We are not looking for any surprises 
this Frid ay,” Pfeifer concluded. 
“ Miami Trace coach Fred Zechman 
will probably go with what he has been 
doing all year because it has been 
working so well for him.”

Fayette teams vie for SCOL crown

With a possible tie for the South 
Central Ohio League championship and 
several individual honors at stake, this 
year’s Fayette County clash at Gard­ 
ner Park Stadium has plenty to offer 
the local football fan. 
Foremost in the thoughts of the 
Panthers and Lions is the battle for the 
SCOL crown. Presently, Circleville is 
leading the league with a 4-1 record, but 
the Tigers are playing their final 
league match of the season with 
Hillsboro this week. In addition to this 
week’s inter-county rivalry match, the 
Lions and Panthers, who are tied for 
second place with 3-1 marks, have one 
game remaining in the league. 
With Circleville practically assured 
of a victory over the Indians, the 
Panthers and Lions can not afford a tie 
this week. Whoever wins this week’s 
game must also win their league game 
next week to tie for the crown. 
As both Miami Trace coach Fred 
Zechman and Washington coach 
Maurice Pfeifer indicated during 
summer workouts, it would not be a 
surprise to find two teams tied for the 
league crown because of balance in this 
year’s league race. The last time two 
teams tied for the league crown was in 
1963 when Circleville and Wilmington 
turned the trick. 
Court House is hoping to clinch its 
second consecutive league title this 
year. As the 47th gridiron campaign in 
the SCOL slowly winds itself to a 
conclusion, the Lions have already 
captured 13 league titles.

Miami Trace has only won the SCOL 
crown once in its 13-year history. The 
Panthers clinched the title in 1971 when 
they went 10-0. 
With last year’s 36-12 victory, 
Washington holds a 7-5-1 edge in the 
series. Despite the intensity of this 
series, other than the 6-6 tie in 1962, 
only three times has the difference in 
the final score been eight points or less. 
This will be the loth year for Pfeifer 
to direct the Lions in this feud. The Lion 
mentor owns a 5-4 record against the 
Panthers. 
In addition to not having won on their 
own field in this game since 1970, 
Washington has been bothered by an 
unusual home field hex this season. In 
compiling a 6-2 mark for the season, 
both of Washington’s losses have been 
on their own field. 
Zechman is hoping Miami Trace can 
break a bad habit in this game. The 
Panthers, also 6-2 for the year, have 
lost every third game. This is the ninth 
game of the Panthers’ gridiron cam­ 
paign. 
Finding a victory on the Lions’ field 
has also been a problem for Miami 
Trace. In their last trip to Gardner 
Park, the Panthers dealt the Lions a 40- 
20 defeat in 1972. This was Miami 
Trace’s first win in six trips to the 
Lions’ den. 
Last year’s graduation took 20 
seniors, 15 of which were three-year 
lettermen, from the Lions. Returning 
for Washington are nine lettermen, 
four of which were selected to first 
team or honorable mention All-SCOL. 
With halfback Tom Pfaff sidelined, the 
Panthers have 12 returning lettermen, 
eight of which were chosen to first team 
or honorable mention All-SCOL honors. 
Washington and Miami Trace sport 
two of the finest defenses in the league. 
The Lions’ defense has given up 7.5 
points per game this year and has 
yielded under six points per game in 
their last 18 contests. The Panthers 
have been giving up nearly eight points 
per game this season. 
Both coaches indicated that their 
teams needed to establish some type of 
offensive consistency this week. 
Washington and Miami Trace each 
found themselves on the short end of 
the stick in offensive plays last week. 
With the offense only running three 
plays in the first 13 minutes against 
Circleville, the Lions’ defense must 
have felt as though it already had 
played an entire game when it went 
into the locker room at halftime. When 
the game had concluded, the Lions had 
a total of 40 offensive plays and the 
Tigers ran 67. 


There is a slight difference in the 
scoring average for the two squads. 
The Panthers are averaging 18 points 
per contest, while the Lions are scoring 
approximately 12 points per game. 


For the first time this season, the 
Panthers found themselves running 
fewer offensive plays than their op­ 
ponent. However, Miami Trace was a 
little more fortunate than the Lions, as 
the Panthers defeated Greenfield 16-0. 


This week’s game could also decide 
who will be this year’s quarterback on 
the All-SCOL team.

He has completed 55.5 per cent of his 
passes in the SCOL for 291 yards. 


In his eight games this season, Brown 
has thrown 70 passes, completed 31 and 
had six aerials picked off. He has 
completed 44.3 per cent of his passes 
for 526 yards. In the four league con­ 
tests, Brown has connected on 18 of 42 
passes and has had three intercepted. 
In completing 42.9 per cent of his 
league passes, Brown has accumulated 
303 yards. 


Both quarterbacks are a threat in 
running the ball. Riley has carried the 
ball 102 times for 450 yards and has 
scored 46 points. Brown has picked up 
147 yards in 71 carries and has scored 
28 points. 


Court House’s rushing attack has 
been spurting this season. The top 
ground 
gainer 
for 
the 
Lions 
is 
sophomore Leroy Wilson with only 331 


yards in 120 carries. Wilson has been 
averaging 2.76 yards per carry. 
Fullback Jeff Sagar is hoping to close 
out his career with a 1,000-yard year. 
In 129 carries, the Panther senior has 
picked up 768 yards and 76 points. In 
averaging 5.95 yards per carry, Sagar 


needs 232 yards in his final two games 
to reach the 1,000-yard plateau. 
W hatever the outcome of this 
Friday’s game, each team will start 
mentally preparing itself for next 
year’s contest when the final second 
ticks off the clock.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) — His 
parishioners understand when the Rev. 
Richard Connelly is missing from the 
pulpit every Sunday during the Na­ 
tional Football League season. He feels 
football players need love too.

problems too. I let them lean on me,” 
said the 65-year-old priest who has 
spent 19 years on the sidelines with the 
Cleveland Browns and Cincinnati 
Bengals. 
“ I cheer with them in their triumphs 
and die with them in their defeats,” 
said the priest. 
“ It’s a counseling job. The players 
want to talk to someone who isn’t in a 
uniform.” 
The pastor of the St. Colman Catholic 
Church in Washington Court House, 
Ohio, Rev. Connelly drives 75 miles 
every Sunday to assume his station on 
the Bengals bench. 
“ I hold mass on every road trip and 
attend services held by those who 
aren’t Catholic.

“ We don’t pray for victory— just to 
do our best,” he said.

Hunter captures 
Bengals face NFL drug probe 
Cy Young Award 


RALEIGH, NC. 
(AP) - Being 
selected as the top pitcher in the 
American League by winning the Cy 
Young Award hasn’t eliminated Catfish 
Hunter’s troubles with his boss, 
Oakland A’s owner Charles 0. Finley 
Hunter insisted in a telephone in­ 
terview from his home in Hertford, 
NC., after his Cy Young Award 
selection that Finley “still owes me 
$50,000 on this year’s contract.” 
Asked about this and the possibility 
he might claim free agent status, 
Hunter said that and the salary matter 
would be discussed at a meeting bet­ 
ween his attorneys, Marvin Miller of 
the Players Association and Bowie 
Kuhn, commissioner of baseball. 
“They’re going to decide what’s 
going to happen on that,”Hunter said. 
When Finley was asked about the 
dispute, he declined comment. “Why 
ruin a great day for Hunter,” he said. 
Finley said he was “very proud and 
happy” for Hunter whom he described 
as “one of the finest gentlemen in the 
game.” 
The 28-year-old North Carolinian 
appeared mildly surprised at his 
winning the Cy Young Award over 
Ferguson Jenkins of the Texas 
Rangers, who received 75 points from a 
24-member panel of the Baseball 
Writers Association of America to 90 
for Hunter. 
Hunter said he learned of his 
selection Wednesday afternoon when 
his wife told him after he returned from 
a fruitless deer hunt. 
“I thought Ferguson Jenkins might 
get it instead of me,” Hunter said. He 
pointed out that both of them had 25 


victories last season and that Oakland 
had won the World Series. 
“‘His team was not as good; so he had 
to pitch a little better, maybe,” Hunter 
said. 
Hunter agreed that the Cy Young 
Award was the greatest honor to come 
to him during his 10-year career in the 
majors. 
“I think when a pitcher comes into 
baseball the first thing he wants to do is 
win 20 games, the second is to win a 
World Series and the third is to win the 
Cy Young award,” he said. 
Hunter was the only pitcher named 
on each of the 24 ballots, and he 
received 12 first place votes to IO for 
Jenkins. 
The California Angels’ Nolan Ryan 
came in third with 28 points and one 
first place vote. Cleveland’s Gaylord 
Perry got the other first place vote and 
tied with Luis Tiant of Boston with 
eight points. Baltimore's Mike Cuellar 
had six and reliever John Hiller of the 
Detroit Tigers had one. 
Last year’s AL Cy Young winner was 
Jim Palmer of Baltimore, who did not 
receive a single vote this time. Hunter, 
who was signed by Finley in 1964, had 
his best major league season with a 25- 
12 record this year, It was his fourth 
consecutive 20-victory season.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Wayne 
Clark has no fear of lightning striking 
twice. “ Believe me, this is not another 
San Diego.” 
The Cincinnati Bengals backup 
quarterback says the club has "nothing 
to fear” from a drug investigation 
being launched by the National Foot­ 
ball League. 
The probe was announced Wed­ 
nesday as “a routine procedure” in 
wake of the arrest of third string 
Bengals quarterback Mike Ernst. He 
was apprehended here early Monday 
and charged with possession of a 
narcotic. 
Clark was with the San Diego 
Chargers just before the worst drug 
scandal in NFL history broke into the 
open. 
Cark had wanted out. 
He demanded to be traded or he 
threatened to retire. 
"This is a different bunch of people,” 


said Clark, who was acquired by the 
Bengals last winter. 
“ Maybe I’m naive, but I just can't 
see it here. I’d like to think the Bengals 
are a little more selective about the 
people they have playing for them,” he 
said. 
The NFL office said Wednesday it 
has assigned a private investigator to 
provide a complete report. This is one 
of the first such NFL investigations 
since the San Diego probe. That 
resulted in a $20,000 penalty for the club 
and fines of $3,000 to $1,000 for eight 
players. 
Clark said he’s convinced the Ernst 
incident is “an isolated case. The 
Bengals 
(m anagem ent) 
should 
welcome the investigation. We have 
nothing to hide...nothing to fear.” 
Clark said he approved of Coach Paul 
Brown’s decision to waive Ernst, but 
with mixed feelings. 
“It was decisive and couldn’t have 


been more emphatic. It should serve as 
a deterrent,” he said. 
"But, I was sorry to see it in a way. I 
wonder if a regular would have been 
waived that quickly.” 
Brown could not be reached for 
comment Wednesday night. 
A NFL spokesman said investigating 
action follows "any violation of law” by 
a member of the league. “Our security 
department even checks out rumors of 
players betting or anonymous letters.” 
Police said Ernst, 24, had a vial of 
cocaine in his possession and was seen 
measuring out a portion of the drug. 


Clark said he was “shocked” when he 
heard of Ernst’s arrest. 
"I still don't believe Mike was a real 
user. It could have been a first time 
thing I think the whole team feels that 
we have to wait and see. Don’t make 
too much out of this,” he said.

The most critical challenge 
for bridge players — good, bad 
or indifferent — is the opening 
lead. Ordinarily, more points 
are lost on the opening lead than 
at any other stage of the play, 
and, occasionally, the loss is 
phenomenal. 
Consider this deal from a 
team of four championship. At 
the first table, South got to six 
spades doubled on the bidding 
shown and West had to choose 
an opening lead. 
According to a convention 
EasMVest were using, East’s 


double indicated one defensive 
trick. Had he held two defensive 
tricks, East would have passed, 
and had he held no defensive 
tricks he would have felt 
obligated to bid seven diamonds 
as a sacrifice. 
West decided he also had a 
defensive trick — though he 
realized this was less than 
certain — and he accepted 
East’s double by passing. 
But then, unfortunately, he 
led a club, basing his lead on the 
hope that East had either the 
ace of clubs or ace of spades. 
East had neither, so South made 
the slam because of the opening 
lead. 
Not only that, but — to add 
insult to injury — declarer 
made an overtrick, discarding 
all five hearts on dummy’s 
clubs. Score — 1,860 points.

Here West concluded that the 
enemy were evidently well 
heeled in spades and clubs, and 
accordingly he led the seven of 
hearts.

Baldness and Heredity 


Everyone in my family is 
affected with baldness after 25. 
I have tried massages and scalp 
treatments, but the hair still 
gets thinner and thinner. So 
what’s new? 
Mr. A.T.R., IU. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
Early baldness is known to be 
“fam ilial.” This hereditary 
tendency to marked thinning of 
the hair occurs mostly in men, 
of course. But occasionally it is 
seen in women, too. 
In the absence of recognizable 
skin disease, local massage is 
usually disappointing. 
Hair transplanting done by 
those doctors specially trained 
in the delicate technique has 
been remarkably effective in 
many cases. 
The newer knowledge of the 
growth of hair, and the un­ 
derstanding of how hair varies 
in different parts of the body, is 
leading to new research on 
baldness. 
Dr. Norman Orentreich, in 
New York City, who introduced 
the concept of hair transplants 
almost a quarter of a century 
ago, now believes that locally 
applied drugs and hormones 
may eventually be the answer 
to the distressing problem of 
premature male baldness or 
pattern baldness. 


THE BETTER HALF 


I am a pretty good drinker. 
I’m beginning to worry about 
my Uver. Can any doctor per­ 
form tests to show if my liver is 
functioning properly? 
Mr. T.D.E., Ky. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
All heavy “drinkers” should 
realize that large quantities of 
alcohol can be damaging to the 
liver. 
It is sad when they learn too 
late 
that 
their 
excessive 
drinking has done irreparable 
damage to their liver. 
Liver function tests are very 
accurate. Studies of the blood 
show the presence of special 
enzymes associated with liver 
disorders. 
Dozens of complicated tests 
are included in the liver profile 
which 
yield 
valuable 
in­ 
formation about the normal or 
abnormal functioning of this 
vital organ. 
All doctors have at their 
disposal 
laboratories 
and 
hospital facilities where such 
surveys can be made. There are 
now many X-ray scanning 
devices 
which 
can 
add 
knowledge as to the state cf the 
liver. 
By all means, have these 
studies done. The results may 
give you new insight into the 
value of good health.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands (AP) - 
Dutch police and marines fired 
magnesium grenades early today to 
temporarily blind four convicts holding 
15 persons hostage in a prison chapel, 
then captured the men and rescued the 
hostages unharmed. 
“ Several shots were fired in the air 
by the marines, but there were no 
casualties,” Police Chief 
Albert 
Peijster said. 
The operation was over in 15 minutes, 
officials said. 
The hostages, who included two 
women, 
were 
taken 
to 
police 
headquarters and then to their homes. 
They had been captives since Saturday 
night, but a police spokesman said they 
were in “ surprisingly good condition.” 
The four convicts were hurried off to 
cells. One of them was a 23-year-old 
Palestinian guerrilla, Adnan Ahmad 
Nuri, serving a five-year sentence for 
helping to hijack and burn a British 
airliner last March. The other three 
were an Algerian and two Dutchmen, 
all serving terms for armed robbery. 
The convicts had demanded a plane 
to take them to an undisclosed foreign 
country and also that Nuri’s con­ 
federate in the March hijacking, Sami 
Houssin Tamimah, be allowed to join 
them. Justice Minister Andries van Agt 
told a news conference the government 
never intended to grant the demands 
Peijster and van Agt refused to give 
details of the rescue at Scheveningen 
prison “ because we may have to do it 
again.” But police sources gave this 
account: 
The police waited until 
4 a.m. 
because they thought some of the 
convicts would be asleep. Then they 
hurled magnesium grenades through 
the chapel windows and at the same 
time cut the lock on the chapel door 
with acetylene torches. 
The latter process took about IO 
seconds. Psychiatrists had advised the 
police that the noise of the exploding 
grenades and the glaring light of the 


burning magnesium would confuse, 
frighten and blind the convicts for at 
least that long. 
Fifteen marines and policemen 
wearing bulletproof vests rushed 
through the door.

Atty. Gen. Robert C. Mardian and 
Kenneth W. Parkinson, onetime lawyer 
for the Nixon reelection committee. 
Defense attorneys indicated Wed­ 
nesday that their cross examination of 
Magruder would take a full day. The 
next prosecution witness is scheduled 
to be Robert Reisner, 
Magruder’s 
assistant at the re-election committee. 
Cacheris focused his questioning of 
Magruder on the former campaign 
aide’s admitted perjury on numerous 
occasions before he began cooperating 
with prosecutors in April 1973, and on 
his use of $6,000 in re-election com­ 
mittee funds. 
Cacheris drew from 
Magruder 
confirmation that he had told F B I 
agents April 19, 1973, that prior to the 
June 17, 1972, break-in “ you had not 
received one dime from the committee 
to re-elect the president other than 
salary.” 
He admitted also telling the agents 
that after the break-in he had tried for 
“ self preservation” to accumulate as 
much money as possible from the 
committee. 
Magruder apparently accumulated 
$6,000 in committee funds for possible 
use to pay legal fees. But when the 
committee picked up some of the fees 
he returned the money. 
Cacheris cited several occasions on 
which Magruder had lied under oath 
and each time asked him if he had been 
charged with perjury by the special 
Watergate prosecutors. 
Magruder, who pleaded guilty Aug. 
16,1973, to a single count of conspiracy

Nixon s vital signs stabilized 


LO N G B E A C H , Calif.

— 
Richard M. Nixon’s doctor says it is too 
early to make a longrange prediction 
on the health of the former president. 
But 
Dr. 
John 
C. 
Lungren 
said 
Wednesday that Nixon’s vital signs 
have stabilized, although he remains on 
the critical list. 
Nixon lapsed into vascular shock 
following, urgent surgery for phlebitis 
on Tuesday. Doctors worked for three 
hours to restore stable blood cir­ 
culation. 
Nixon’s former presidential news 
secretary, Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler, 
told 
newsmen, meanwhile, that the 61-year- 
old ex-president came very close to 
death during the postoperative emer­ 
gency. 
“ There is no doubt that we almost 
lost President Nixon yesterday af­ 
ternoon,” said Ziegler. 
Ziegler said Nixon’s condition grew 
so serious that “ I think it’s fortunate 
that President Nixon was in the in­ 
tensive care unit.” 
Nixon’s doctors, however, side­ 
stepped questions on whether Nixon’s 
life was in danger during the period of 
postoperative shock and bleeding 
behind the membrane that surrounds 
his abdomen. 
By M em orial Hospital Medical 
Center’s definition, critical condition 
means vital signs are not stable and not 
within normal limits — “ Indicators are 
unfavorable.” 
A hospital spokesmen said that by 
keeping Nixon on the critical list, “ it 
means the doctor still fears that Mr. 
Nixon may have further trouble.” 
Lungren, Nixon’s doctor for 22 years, 
said through a hospital spokesman that 
Nixon’s internal bleeding had been ar­ 
rested and that he was receiving 
medication for pain and occasional 
nausea. 
“ All 
emergency 
resuscitation 
equipment for any contingency” is at 
his bedside, Lungren added 


A hospital spokesman said a tube had 
been inserted through Nixon’s nose and 
into his stomach to drain off fluids and 
prevent 
swelling 
of 
the 
abdomen 
because he could not move his bowels, 
a side-effect of the bleeding. 
President Ford is campaigning in 
nearby Los Angeles today, but a White 
House spokesman said Ford had np 
plans to visit Nixon. 
The spokesman said Ford was 
watching Nixon’s condition closely, 
however. 
Nixon’s wife, Pat, and daughters, 
Julie Nixon Eisenhower and Tricia 
Nixon Cox, maintained a vigil. Mrs. 
Nixon remained by her husband’s bed 
and the daughters were busy an­ 


swering telephone calls offering best 
wishes and opening get well cards. 
Mrs. Nixon and her daughters have 
been sleeping at a private residence in 
Long Beach, 50 miles north of Nixon’s 
seaside estate at San Clemente. 
The hospital switchboard has been 
swamped with calls since Nixon un­ 
derwent surgery to insert a clothes pin­ 
like clamp over a vein in his groin area. 
The clamp was implanted to prevent a

from 
moving to his heart and lungs. 
Nixon re-entered the hospital Oct. 23 
after home drug therapy proved 
ineffective in treating the phlebitis. He 
was hospitalized for 12 days ending Oct.

Kent State jury

Ohio Perspective 
Sm ith h a v in g uphill b attle

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— George 
Smith, the Republican candidate for 
attorney general, is convinced he has 
raised important issues in his cam­ 
paign against Democratic incumbent 
William J. Brown. 
Convincing headline writers, voters 
and his opponent is more difficult. 
With the Nov. 5 election only days 
away, Smith’s copying machine has 
been working overtime turning out 
sharply worded criticisms of Atty. Gen. 
Brown’s performance in office. 
The Franklin County Prosecutor held 
a news conference recently sum­ 
marizing his case against Brown on two 
charts outlining a variety of charges. 
Later the same week he repeated the 
five accusations almost verbatim 
before the Republican state convention 
with emphasis on his theme that “Ohio 
cannot afford William J. Brown.” 
Both candidates acknowledge Brown 
is leading. 
Despite the broad range of Smith’s 
r 
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attack, Brown’s strategists do not 
believe Smith’s campaign has caught 
fire. 
“We are consciously not responding 
to every attempt of George to grab at 
straws or grab some media,” said Mike 
D’Angelo, 
Brown’s 
campaign 
manager. 
However, the attorney general or his 
spokesmen have reacted to Smith’s 
major charges. 
The challenger accuses the present 
office-holder 
of 
extravagance, 
claiming Brown’s budget has shot up 
from $6.6 million to $18.8 million in my 
first 90 days in office,” Smith has said. 
Brown’s people say the $18.8 million 
figure is inflated by almost $4 million 
received in federal money. 
The attorney general also points to 
increased activity in 
civil rights, 
consumer protection and the en­ 
vironment es a result of his priorities 
and because of new state laws in all 
these areas. 
Brown wrote the Consumer Sales 
Practices Act. 
The attorney general’s office does not 
cost anything,” said Jack Madigan, 
Brown’s press secretary, “because we 
take in more than we spend. 
Madigan referred to collection of 
outstanding state debts and antitrust 
enforcement. 
Smith alleges that Brown and his 
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young staff are responsible for in­ 
correct legal opinions and costly 
mishandlings of lawsuits — most 
notably the controversial and in­ 
credibly complicated Four Seasons 
Nursing Homes case. 
That subject revives 
unhappy 
memories for most Republicans, 
dating back as it does to the statehouse 
loan scandal during the final year of the 
last GOP administration in 1970. 
Smith claims Brown bungled the 
handling of the Four Seasons lawsuit to 
the tune of $2 million. 
Brown said Ohio has collected $2.6 
million of a $4 million loan to the 
nursing homes, but admits an oversight 
by his office could cost the state 
$950,000 in loan interest. A decision to 
this effect by a federal judge in Denver 
is being appealed before the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Smith’s charts did not dredge up a 
nine-month-old General Accounting 
Office report, but the federal audit of 
Democratic fund-raising activities has 
been among the most publicized issues 
of the campaign. 
Lt. Gov. John W. Brown in his 
keynote address to the Republican 
state convention accused Democrats of 
covering up allegations of campaign fi­ 
nance law violations. 
The next day in Toledo Smith called 
on Brown to respond to his offer of the 
services of the Franklin County grand 
jury. 
Brown replied in a letter to the 
Columbus prosecutor, “Your offer of 
time and space...is not relevant to that 
investigation since most of the 
allegations in the report related to 
conduct in Cuyahoga County.” 
The matter came to a head a few 
days back in Cleveland during the only 
public debate of the campaign between 
the two men. Brown rose in anger after 
Smith asked why he had not yet taken 
the matter before a grand jury. 
“If there is probable cause to take it 
to a grand jury, I will,” said Brown. 
Brown said his office had interviewed 
70 state employes during October and 
had scheduled 200 more, making it 
doubtful any prosecution would begin 
before Nov. 5. 
The candidates’ individual platforms 
have received little attention. 
Brown has issued lengthy position 
papers on his record in office, con­ 
sumer protection and crime. Smith’s 
“Program for Tomorrow” calls for 
more direct participation from busi­ 
ness, industry and the academic 
community in solving state problems. 
The polls offer no surprises and 
probably little insight. 
The “secret” Republican survey 
shows Brown in the lead but slipping 
more than any other Democratic 
candidate along with a “huge un­ 
decided vote.” 
The “secret” Democratic poll has 
Brown holding a comfortable margin.

X EN IA , Ohio (A P) — Loved soybean 
plants grow bigger and produce more 
beans than plants fed only water and 
mineral nutrients, according to results 
released by the experimenter. 
Gus 
Alexander, 
an 
assistant 
professorof speech communications at 
Wright State University, said there was 
a “ significant positive difference” in 
the yield of soybeans telepathically fed 
love ov£r the yield of the unloved ones. 
The experimental loved soybeans 
yielded 4 per cent more in net weight 
than the control rows in five out of six 
paired plots. 
Maynard Bingaman’s entire 90-acre 
field east of here, which was harvested, 
combined and weighed at the field on 
Monday, yielded a total of 4,540 pounds. 
The field was divided into 12 alter­ 
nate plots, six control and six ex­ 
perimental, Alexander explained. The 
loved beans weighed 2,825 pounds and 
the unloved beans 2,715.

had 
received 
messages of love sent by IO members of 
the Church of the Golden Key. 
Previous results in a smaller plot 
harvested earlier from the middle of 
the field were inconclusive. However, 
results from the entire field were a

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Arm y plans fight 
against blackbirds 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Army 
has a new enemy with 14 million air­ 
borne troops — a noisy horde of black­ 
birds roosting in a pine grove. 
The birds are flocking to the pine 
forests of Ft. Campbell, Ky., and the 
Milan Army Ammunitions Plant in 
Tennessee as they have in previous au­ 
tumns, but this year the Army is 
preparing a fight to the finish. 
A Pentagon spokesman said Tuesday 
the Army plans to spray the birds with 
a detergent that will remove the natu­ 
ral oil from their feathers. The oil 
protects the birds from inclement 
weather, and when the temperature 
drops below 45 degrees the birds will 
die from the cold. 
The Environmental Defense Fund 
says there are more humane ways of 
handling the problem, but does not 
dispute the need to get rid of the esti­ 
mated 14 million blackbirds. 
Maureen Hinkle, a pesticides expert 
at the environmental organization, 
suggested that the Army set up a large 
funnel near the resting grounds with a 
light at the end of the funnel. If the light 
is turned on in the middle of the night, 
the birds will fly directly into it, killing 
themselves instantaneously as they 
strike the lens, she said. 
The birds, mostly starlings, became 
a problem several years ago when pine 
groves at Ft. Campbell and at the 
ammunitions plant matured to a point

The Environmental Defense Fund 
said it would consider seeking court 
action to halt the Army if the Army 
does not first publish an assessment of 
the environmental impact of its attack.

R-H publisher offends 
Venezuelan press meef 


A visit to Venezuela is an exciting 
experience, 
but 
Record-Herald 
publisher Paul F. Rodenfels wouldn’t 
want to live there; just give him good 
old Fayette County. 
Along with other Ohio newspaper 
publishers, Rodenfels and his wife, 
Roberta, 
recently 
returned 
to 
Washington C.H. from a 10-day trip to 
the South American country where 
they attended the Inter-American 
Press Association meeting in Caracas, 
the country’s capital city. 


“A FOUR-HOUR flight from New 
York to the airport located on the 
Caribbean Sea and some 40 minutes 
away from downtown Caracas and you 
unload in the heat of the evening,” 
Rodeqfels said. “A trip by taxi over a 
mountain into the city is exciting with 
the busy four-lane highway serving as 
the only surface entrance into the city 
from the busy seaport located near the 
airport.” 
The country’s capital city is located 
in a valley stretching some 20 miles in 
length. The city is filled with constant 
traffic snarls and gives one the im­ 
pression of being new with the abun­ 
dance of modern buildings. “Most 
business was delayed with a two-hour 
siesta between the hours of noon and 2 
p.m. adding more traffic problems as 
most workers tried to drive home and 
return to their jobs during those 
hours,” he said. 
The newspaper publishers heard 
reports of freedom of the press and 
information about a number of foreign 
countries during the five-day session. A 
lengthy debate on CIA involvement in 
Chile, reports on the situation in Peru 
from newspaper editors, who had just 
visited there, plus reports from exiled 
publishers. 
An Iranian ambassador to Venezuela 
led a stimulating session on oil and 
energy as he defended the action of the 
OPEC nations and suggested the non­ 
oil producing nations start burning 
their trees for heat. 
That 
prompted 
a 
newsprint 
manufacturer later to say if that 
suggestion was followed “we would 
soon have to find a way to make paper 
out of oil.” 


The 
am bassador 
claimed 
the 
Venezuelans were not responsible for 
the rampant inflation in the United 
States by increasing oil prices, but did 
request that the U.S. reduce its use of 
oil because Venezuela is concerned 
with depleting its supplies. 
The group of newspaper publishers 
was entertained at the official 
residence of Venezuelan President 
Carlos Andres Perez. The Venezuelan 
president said “the press in the in­ 
dustrial nations pay little attention to 
events and issues in Latin America.” 
He also said Venezuela is a country 
where there are no limitations on the 
exercise of freedom of the press and 
freedom of expression. 
Following the sessions held in 
Caracas the group engaged in a sight­ 
seeing tour. Angel Falls was a breath­ 
taking sight, falling from a height of 
3,280 feet. The group stopped overnight 
at Canaima, accessible only by air­ 
plane/with its vast lagoon beached by 
rose-colored sand. A trip from the 
camp by dugout into the jungle and a 
visit with some of the Indians in their 
primitive surroundings; Guri Dam, 
which provides electric power for the 
entire country and Ciudad Guay ana, 
which is on its way to becoming one of 
the most productive industrial cities in 
South America, were other stops. 
A flight to the Maracaibo oil fields as 
guests of the Creole Petroleum Corp. 
was aborted about half way 
when 
trouble developed in one of the plane’s 
engines. 


THE RODENFELS also visited the 
island of Margarita, off the nor­ 
theastern coast of Venezuela, where 
they viewed the islanders in their 
quaint villages and towns. The island is 
the pearl capital of the world. 
On the return flight, the group landed 
for customs at Dulles International 
Airport in Washington D.C. before the 
final flight to Kennedy 
International 
Airport 
“It was a great experience meeting 
them and learning of their problems,” 
Rodenfels said. “We as newspaper 
publishers must continue to fight to 
insure that the U.S. press remains free 
from all government interference.”

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Reye s syndrome eyed by doctors 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( A P ) - Doctors 
from throughout the United States, 
Canada and Puerto Rico gathered in 
Columbus Tuesday and W ednesday for 
the first m ajor conference on Reye’s 
Syndrome, a m ysterious and lethal 
childhood disease. 
Over 300 pediatricians, neurologists, 
epidem iologists and pathologists a t­ 
tended the conference sponsored by the 
Children’s Hospital R esearch Foun­ 
dation. 
The m echanism , cause and treat­ 
m ent of Reye’s Syndrome are still 
unknown, Dr. Charles B. Reiner, a 
Pathologist at Children’s Hospital, said 
during a news conference held by a 
panel of the sponsoring physicians. 
R eye’s Syndrome is an uncontagious, 
relatively rare disease which attacks 
children and teenagers who have just 
suffered certain viral infections, such 
as chicken pox or influenza, said Dr. 
Lawrence Corey of the Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga. 
A sm all outbreak of the syndrom e 
last 
year, 
following 
a 
nationwide 
epidemic of influenza, led to increased 
public and physicians’ aw areness of the 
little known disease, Corey said. 
The 
Center 
for 
Disease 
Control 
received reports of 428 suspect cases 
for the winter season, he said. The 
syndrom e is fatal in about 50 per cent of 
the cases. 
The syndrom e is thought to be a 
metabolic disturbance affecting the 
liver which is triggered somehow by 
the viral infection, the doctors ex­ 
plained. The result is an abnorm ally 
high level of am monia in the blood 
which is toxic to the brain and the 
central 
nervous 
system . 
However, 
there is no proven explanation of the 
disease. 
A child with Reye’s Syndrom e is 
overcom e with uncontrollable nausea 
and vomiting, drowsiness, convulsions, 
delirium and in the final stage, coma, 
Corey said. 
“Scrupulous supportive care is most 
im portant’’ in the treatm ent of the 


sy n d ro m e, 
said 
Dr. 
M orey 
W. 
Haymond, professor of pediatrics at 
W ashington University in St. Louis. 
“ As of the m om ent, there is no 
u n iv e rsa lly accep ted m odality of 
therapy,” Corey said. 
The concluding session of the con­ 
ference was a presentation of the 
various m ethods 
used 
in different 


hospitals around the U.S. T hree 
methods of curative therapy now being 
experim ented with are exchange blood 
transfusions, dialysis 
and 
glucose- 
insulin therapy, the doctor said.

N o n -p a rtisa n b a llo t 
Supreme Court tops 
non-partisan ballot

Although the ballot of court judges 
and state school board members is 
carefully labeled non-partisan, it 
seems each year that opposing judges 
emerge with the backing of opposing 
parties — the November ballot is no 
exception. 
SUPREME COURT 
Chief Justice 
The incumbent C. William O’Neill is a 
former state attorney general. He has 
served as chief justice for the past four 
years and was named the Most Out­ 
standing Appellate Court Judge in the 
United States for 1974 by the 
Association of Trial Lawyers of 
America. He has the Republican Party 
endorsement. 
Joseph E. O’Neill is currently a 
Seventh District Court of Appeals 
judge, Youngstown. The Democrats 
choice for chief justice, he endorsed by 
the Ohio AFL-CIO and Ohio UAW-CAP 
Council, as are the other judges backed 
by Democrats. 
SUPREME COURT JUSTICE 
Thomas M. Herbert is a veteran 
jurist now completing his 14th year as 
an elected public official. He currently 
holds the position of Senior Associate 
Justice of the court. 
He is the 
Republican choice. 
Clifford F. Brown is currently the 
Sixth District Court of Appeals, 
Toledo. A World War II veteran, Brown 
has served as a judge for 17 years and 
has practiced law for 36 years. He has 
the Democratic Party support. 
SUPREME COURT JUSTICE 
Frank D. Celebrezze selected by the 
Democrats is seeking to retain his seat 
on the Supreme Court bench. Prior to 
his selection to the court, he served as a 
stater senator and Cuyahoga County 
Common Pleas Court judge. 
Sheldon A. Taft, the Republican- 
supported candidate, has practiced law 
for nearly IO years. He has served as 
assistant attorney general of Ohio and 
the chief legal counsel to the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio.

Robert L. McBride is a veteran of 28 
years on the court benches.

PITTSBURGH (A P)-The Penn­ 
sylvania Supreme Court has upheld the 
constitutionality of the state’s blue laws 
while striking down a provision which 
allowed family-owned stores to stay 
open Sunday. 
In a 17-page opinion issued Wed­ 
nesday, Justice Lewis Manderino 
wrote: 
“The state has a valid interest in 
providing a day of rest and recreation 
for members of the public, and general 
proscriptions against Sunday sales are 
constitutional. 


“Many exceptions to the general 
prohibitions have been upheld because 
of a recognition can be enhanced by the 
employment of some on the day set 
aside for the rest and recreation of 
others.” 
The challenge to the Sunday closing 
policy was brought by Nate Goodman, 
operator of an Erie grocery known as 
the Paul Bunyan Store, who filed suit in

Carl Ruzicka stopped tapping with 
what looked like a primitive axe of 
some sort, stood upright bending his 63- 
year-old body in a convex stretch and 
proclaimed, “This is one of the two 
oldest professions in the world and I 
don’t think I have to tell you what the 
other one is,’’ he mused with his eyes 
twinkling, “and I’m very proud to be 
apart of it.” 
Ruzicka and five of his brothers 
entered into his father’s trade of stone 
masonry in their early teens. His father 
had learned the trade in Germany 
before he came to the United States 
during the turn of the century and had 
told his sons, “ It’s good, honest work 
which gives you room to flex your 
muscles in the sunshine and money 
enough to live decently.” 
Carl and his 65-year-old brother 
George, after almost 50 years in the 
trade, were now doing just that; flexing 
their

in

sunshine, 
remodeling the stone front on the 
Howard Osborne mansion across from 
the F ayette County Museum on 
Washington Avenue, which has become 
the new site of the Gerstner-Kinzer 
Funeral Home, to be completed in mid- 
November. 


BUT, what were these two men in 
their sixties doing, pounding and lifting 
heavy rocks when they should be home 
adding to their stam p collections or 
working crossw ord puzzles, while 
sitting in rocking chairs and smoking 
pipes? 
Carl had a pointed answer. “There 
just isn’t anyone around anymore who 
does this kinda stuff. We were half 
begged and half fast-talked into coming 
out of retirem ent in order to help out 
and now here we are. George and I 
don’t have any sense anymore. This job 
is too big — oh, we’ll get it done, but we 
aren ’t going to look for anymore work 
afterw ards!” Carl exclaimed. 
George, who was on a scaffold laying 
the stones in thick layers of mortar, 
motioned to Carl for more stone and the 
tapping began once again. 


The two brothers from Columbus, 
along with Homer Evans, 64, an em­ 
ploye of Great Oaks Construction Co., 
Inc., were the only three working on 
this aspect of the remodeling project. 
Carl looked up from his work and 
muttered, “This would be going a lot 
faster if we could get some decent help 
who knew what to do. Setting the stone 
goes more quickly than the cutting so, 
there should be two people on the 
cutting detail.” 


When Carl was asked how he and his 
brother were found and contracted to 
do the job, he replied, “George has 
worked in Washington C. H. before. He 
did the stone work on Grace United 
Methodist Church, while working for 
Great Oaks Construction Co., under 
general superintendent, Bob Whitaker, 
who is also heading up this job. When 
your skilled in a dying trade and you’ve 
left your calling card on the good work 
you’ve done in the past, it’s hard to 
hide.”

Renovation of downtown mall 
progressing; target date set 


Renovation of the former Midland 
Grocery Co. Building is progressing 
smoothly, and occupancy of the 
structure is expected sometime in 
January, according to Lloyd Cart­ 
wright, president of the corporation 
which has purchased the building. 
Soon to be known as the Main Street 
Mall, the main floor of the three-story 
structure will house eight offices which 
are scheduled for completion early 
next year.

Arab summit jolts peace hopes

American peace efforts in the Middle 
East have been jolted by the Arab 
summit decisions at Rabat. But while 
this has revived talk of a new round of 
war as a distinct possibility, the outlook 
isn’t necessarily all that black. 
What can be done to avert the threat? 
After the Morocco summit, some ob­ 
servers are persuaded to speculate that 
perhaps the time has come for a put up 
or shut up challenge to the Soviet 
Union’s policy of detente. 


The argument is that there are only 
two alternatives: a new Arab-Israeli 
war with the concomitant disaster it 
could mean to the industrialized world 
or continued reliance on diplomacy.

Arab statements give Israel good 
reason to be convinced that a PLO- 
ruled state would be just a first step. 
The Arabs proclaim a minimum goal of 
a secular state for all of what was 
Palestine before the 1948 war. That 
would mean no more Jewish national 
home. 
Israel cannot tolerate the prospect of 
the West Bank in the hands of an entity 
pledged to her destruction, so even 
moderate voices speculate gloomily on 
a new round of war. 
The speculation is quickened by the 
decision of the Arab oil rulers to lavish 
$2.5 billion on Egypt, Syria, Jordan and 
the PLO. The money will go to a war 
economy chest and the Arabs are likely 
to be seized with the idea that they 
cannot lose. To avert such a develop­ 
ment, the Israelis might ponder a 
preventive war. 
There 
are 
some 
indications, 
however, that the Arab rulers are being 
cautious. They seem at pains to note 
that the door is still open to the 
Kissinger stepby-step approach to 
some sort of settlement. 
To sell Israel on any negotiations 
with the Arabs it would be necessary to 
persuade her she won’t be asked to 
negotiate away her existence as a 
Jewish state. Only the two superpowers 
together could provide the guarantees. 
Can the Soviet Union, in view of all 
this, now be tested? Is detente im­ 
portant enough to the Kremlin to 
persuade it to restrain its Arab clients 
and demonstrate its interest in a peace­ 
ful world by cooperating in a search for 
a way out of a highly perilous situation?

Mob battles Thieus police 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
More than 2,000 antigovernment 
demonstrators battled with riot police 
in Saigon today in the most violent pro­ 
test against President Nguyen Van 
Thieu since he came to power nearly IO 
years ago. 
Scores of persons were reported 
injured. 
The police crackdown after two 
months of mounting protests began at 
dawn with raids on a Vietnamese press 
center and a church where an activist 
Roman Catholic priest, the Rev. Tran 
Huu Thanh, had organized a demon­ 
stration. 
Steel-helmeted riot troops beat at 
least two Catholic priests, several anti- 
Thieu members of the National As­ 
sembly and a number of Vietnamese 
newsmen. 


Father Thanh’s Catholic Anti- 
Corruption Movement, which has been 
leading the protests, demanded Thieu’s 
immediate resignation. 
After the raids, the police barricaded 
main streets leading to the center of the 
city. But the demonstrators persisted 
in attempts to march to the National 
Assembly building. They battled the 
police with rocks, fists and a few 
gasoline bombs at six points. 
The violence paralyzed the city of

Corn harvesting 
ahead of schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Harvest of 
the battered 1974 corn crop edged near 
the half-way mark last weekend, ahead 
of the normal schedule for this time of 
year, says the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
A new corn production estimate will 
be issued by USDA Nov. IO based on 
field surveys the first of the month. The 
report also will include updated 
estimates for soybeans, wheat and 
other major crops. 
Meantime, the departm ent said 
Wednesday in a weekly weather report 
that the corn harvest nationally was 
about 49 per cent completed as of Oct. 
27. That was slightly ahead of 46 per 
cent normally harvested by that date. 
Corn harvesting in the Corn Belt 
states was 45 per cent finished, ranging 
from about 19 per cent completed in 
Michigan to 86 per cent in South 
Dakota. 


The soybean harvest was estimated 
at 61 per cent done by Oct. 27, ahead of 
normal but trailing the 1973 pace. 
About 78 per cent of the Corn Belt crop 
was harvested, compared with 81 per 
cent last year and the historical 
average of 75 per cent, the report said. 
Officials said rain last week in the 
southern Plains delayed the windup of 
winter wheat planting but that the 
moisture helped the crop that was 
planted. The wheat was in “mostly 
good” 
condition 
in 
Texas 
and 
Oklahoma, the report said. 
But in Kansas the moisture supply 
has been spotty, meaning that winter 
wheat condition is showing 
“con­ 
siderable variation,” the report said. 
Dry conditions still prevailed in much 
of the northern Plains and Pacific 
Northwest.

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Lions to entertain Miami Trace 
Panthers' strength worries Pfeifer

Miami Trace will be invading Gard­ 
ner Park Stadium this Friday and

Maurice Pfeifer, who is in his 10th year 
at the helm of the Blue Lions, rates this 
year’s edition of the Panthers as the 
most aggressive Miami Trace team he 
has ever faced. 
This year’s Fayette County feud is 
especially spiced by the possibility of 
one of the teams sharing the league 
championship. Both the Lions and 
Panthers enter the game with 6-2 
season marks and 3-1 records in the 
South Central Ohio League. Circleville 
is presently leading the SCOL with a 4-1 
record and the Tigers conclude their 
season with Hillsboro this week. 
“ They (M iam i Trace) have a very 


solid unit,’’ Pfeifer indicated. “ The 
Panthers tend to rely more on physical 
strength than team quickness.’’ 
“ Miam i Trace’s defense is especially 
strong and they throw a lot of people at 
you up front,’’ Pfeifer pointed out. 
“ They pressure their opponents into 
making mistakes. Miami Trace has 
excellent pursuit on defense because all 
you see is a big white wave of eight 
players coming at you all the tim e.” 
Pfeifer also felt the Panthers possess 
an 
outstanding 
secondary 
unit. 
However, he 
also added that the

rush of tackle Ron Warnock. Pfeifer 
praised Mossbarger and Cobb for their 
knowledge of the game and their ability 
to know where the football is at all 
times. 
Pfeifer’s defense will be facing the 
leading quarterback in the league. The 
Panthers’ Tom Riley has completed 35 
of 68 passes for 459 yards and has been 
intercepted three times, all of which 
occurred in Miami Trace’s 42-6 loss to 
Jackson. Riley is also one of the 
strongest runners in the league, as he 
has picked up 450 yards in 102 carries 
for a 4.41 yard average per carry. 
“ Basically, I do not think Riley is 
that good of a passer,” Pfeifer noted. 
“ However, every time he throws the 
ball, it is usually on the money and he 
seldom puts the ball up for grabs. He is 
definitely a big threat in running the 
ball. 
When 
R ile y 
goes 
to 
the 
air, 
Mossbarger and Je ff Smithson are 
considered to be his top choices. Pfeifer 
feels that Mossbarger is the most 
dependable among R iley’s receiving 
corps. Mossbarger has caught five 
conversion passes and one touchdown 
aerial this season. 


Offensive punch in the running game 
is generally provided by fullback Je ff 
Sagar and halfback Rex Coe, Sagar has 
produced 768 yards in 129 carries and 
has accounted for 76 points. Coe, a 
sophomore, has been coming on strong 
in recent weeks and has now picked up 
223 yards in 40 carries. In four league 
games, Coe is averaging 5.58 yards per 
carry. 


“ Sagar is a very competitive back,” 
Pfeifer said. “ He is the type of runner 
who gains most of his yardage by 
running on desire.” 


“ As far as Coe is concerned, I have 
been very impressed with the way he 
has progressed,” Pfeifer added. “ He 
possesses the good speed they needed 
since M iam i Trace lost Tom Pfaff at 
the beginning of the year.” 


When the two squads take the field, 
the Panthers’ offense will be holding a 
weight advantage of 14 pounds per 
player over the defense of Washington. 
Court House’s offense w ill be yielding 
nearly seven pounds per player to 
Miami Trace’s defense. 


Washington is presently recovering 


from a 35-0 shelling by Circleville last 
week. Not only did the loss break a 
four-game winning streak on the year, 
but it also broke a 10-game winning 
streak in league play and represented 
the first time since a 16-0 loss to 
Wilmington in 1966 that the Lions have 
been held scoreless. 


One of the major concerns for Pfeifer 
and his staff has been lack of offensive 
consistency from the Lions. In the 
Circleville loss, Washington ran a total 
of 40 plays in comparison to 67 plays for 
the Tigers. 


Although Miam i Trace only lost 14-12 
to the Tigers, there is not really that 
much difference 
between 
the 
two 
schools. Washington’s offense has been 
averaging nearly 12 points per game, 
while the defense has been holding the 
opponents to approximately 7.5 points 
per contest. The Panthers’ offense has 
collected an average of 18 points each 
game and the defense has yielded an 
average of eight points per game. 


No players of the week were selected 
for the Blue Lions in the Circleville 
loss. 
Last year, the Lions bested the 


Panthers 36-12 to stretch their edge in 
the 13-game series to 7-5-1. Pfeifer’s 
coaching record against Miami Trace 
is 5-4. 
Neither team can afford to tie in this 
week’s contest. With Circleville being 
such an overwhelming favorite to win 
its game with Hillsboro, the winner of 
the Fayette County clash also needs a 
victory in their final game to tie for the 
championship.

In addition to not having won on their 
own field in this game since 1970, 
Washington has been bothered by an 
unusual home field hex this season.

Both coaches indicated that their 
teams needed to establish some type of 
offensive consistency

Washington and Miami Trace each 
found themselves on the short end of 
the stick in offensive plays last week.

Hunter captures 
Bengals face NFL drug probe 
Cy Young Award 


RALEIGH, N.C. 
(AP) — Being 
selected as the top pitcher in the 
American League by winning the Cy 
Young Award hasn’t eliminated Catfish 
Hunter’s troubles with his boss, 
Oakland A’s owner Charles 0. Finley 
Hunter insisted in a telephone in­ 
terview from his home in Hertford, 
N.C., after his Cy Young Award 
selection that Finley “still owes me 
$50,000 on this year’s contract.” 
Asked about this and the possibility 
he might claim free agent status, 
Hunter said that and the salary matter 
would be discussed at a meeting bet­ 
ween his attorneys, Marvin Miller of 
the Players Association and Bowie 
Kuhn, commissioner of baseball. 
“They’re going to decide what’s 
going to happen on that,’’Hunter said. 
When Finley was asked about the 
dispute, he declined comment. “Why 
ruin a great day for Hunter,” he said. 
Finley said he was “very proud and 
happy” for Hunter whom he described 
as “one of the finest gentlemen in the 
game.” 
The 28-year-old North Carolinian 
appeared mildly 
surprised at his 
winning the Cy Young Award over 
Ferguson Jenkins of the Texas 
Rangers, who received 75 points from a 
24-member panel of the Baseball 
Writers Association of America to 90 
for Hunter. 
Hunter said he learned of his 
selection Wednesday afternoon when 
his wife told him after he returned from 
a fruitless deer hunt. 
“I thought Ferguson Jenkins might 
get it instead of me,” Hunter said. He 
pointed out that both of them had 25 


victories last season and that Oakland 
had won the World Series. 
“His team was not as good; so he had 
to pitch a little better, maybe,” Hunter 
said. 
Hunter agreed that the Cy Young 
Award was the greatest honor to come 
to him during his 10-year career in the 
majors. 
“I think when a pitcher comes into 
baseball the first thing he wants to do is 
win 20 games, the second is to win a 
World Series and the third is to win the 
Cy Young award,” he said. 
Hunter was the only pitcher named 
on each of the 24 ballots, and he 
received 12 first place votes to 10 for 
Jenkins. 
The California Angels’ Nolan Ryan 
came in third with 28 points and one 
first place vote. Cleveland’s Gaylord 
Perry got the other first place vote and 
tied with Luis Tiant of Boston with 
eight points. Baltimore’s Mike Cuellar 
had six and reliever John Hiller of the 
Detroit Tigers had one. 
Last year’s AL Cy Young winner was 
Jim Palmer of Baltimore, who did not 
receive a single vote this time. Hunter, 
who was signed by Finley in 1964, had 
his best major league season with a 25- 
12 record this year. It was his fourth 
consecutive 20-victory season.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — James C. 
Shevlin, 
one-time major league 
baseball player and longtime operator 
of a Cincinnati restaurant patronized 
by professional athletes, will be buried 
Saturday at Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Wayne 
Clark has no fear of lightning striking 
twice. “Believe me, this is not another 
San Diego.” 
The Cincinnati Bengals backup 
quarterback says the club has “nothing 
to fear” from a drug investigation 
being launched by the National Foot­ 
ball League. 
The probe was announced Wed­ 
nesday as “a routine procedure” in 
wake of the arrest of third string 
Bengals quarterback Mike Ernst. He 
was apprehended here early Monday 
and charged with possession of a 
narcotic. 
Clark was with the San Diego 
Chargers just before the worst drug 
scandal in NFL history broke into the 
open. 
Clark had wanted out. 
He demanded to be traded or he 
threatened to retire. 
“This is a different bunch of people,” 


said Clark, who was acquired by the 
Bengals last winter. 
“Maybe I’m naive, but I just can’t 
see it here. I’d like to think the Bengals 
are a little more selective about the 
people they have playing for them,” he 
said. 
The NFL office said Wednesday it 
has assigned a private investigator to 
provide a complete report. This is one 
of the first such NFL investigations 
since the San Diego probe. That 
resulted in a $20,000 penalty for the club 
and fines of $3,000 to $1,000 for eight 
players. 
Clark said he’s convinced the Ernst 
incident is “an isolated case. The 
Bengals 
(management) 
should 
welcome the investigation. We have 
nothing to hide...nothing to fear.” 
Clark said he approved of Coach Paul 
Brown’s decision to waive Ernst, but 
with mixed feelings. 
“It was decisive and couldn’t have 


been more emphatic. It should serve as 
a deterrent,” he said. 
“But, I was sorry to see it in a way. I 
wonder if a regular would have been 
waived that quickly.” 
Brown could not be reached for 
comment Wednesday night. 
A NFL spokesman said investigating 
action follows “any violation of law” by 
a member of the league. “Our security 
department even checks out rumors of 
players betting or anonymous letters.” 
Police said Ernst, 24, had a vial of 
cocaine in his possession and was seen 
measuring out a portion of the drug. 


Clark said he was “shocked” when he 
heard of Ernst’s arrest. 
“I still don’t believe Mike was a real 
user. It could have been a first time 
thing. I think the whole team feels that 
we have to wait and see. Don’t make 
too much out of this,” he said.

Opening lead — five of clubs. 
The most critical challenge 
for bridge players — good, bad 
or indifferent — is the opening 
lead. Ordinarily, more points 
are lost on the opening lead than 
at any other stage of the play, 
and, occasionally, the loss is 
phenomenal. 
Consider this deal from a 
team of four championship. At 
the first table, South got to six 
spades doubled on the bidding 
shown and West had to choose 
an opening lead. 
According to a convention 
East-West were using, East’s 


double indicated one defensive 
trick. Had he held two defensive 
tricks, East would have passed, 
and had he held no defensive 
tricks he would have felt 
obligated to bid seven diamonds 
as a sacrifice. 
West decided he also had a 
defensive trick — though he 
realized this was less than 
certain — and he accepted 
East’s double by passing. 
But then, unfortunately, he 
led a club, basing his lead on the 
hope that East had either the 
ace of clubs or ace of spades. 
East had neither, so South made 
the slam because of the opening 
lead. 
Not only that, but — to add 
insult to injury — declarer 
made an overtrick, discarding 
all five hearts on dummy’s 
clubs. Score — 1,860 points.

Baldness and Heredity 


Everyone in my family is 
affected with baldness after 25. 
I have tried massages and scalp 
treatments, but the hair still 
gets thinner and thinner. So 
what’s new? 
Mr. A.T.R., 111. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
Early baldness is known to be 
“familial.” This hereditary 
tendency to marked thinning of 
the hair occurs mostly in men, 
of course. But occasionally it is 
seen in women, too. 
In the absence of recognizable 
skin disease, local massage is 
usually disappointing. 
Hair transplanting done by 
those doctors specially trained 
in the delicate technique has 
been remarkably effective in 
many cases. 
The newer knowledge of the 
growth of hair, and the un­ 
derstanding of how hair varies 
in different parts of the body, is 
leading to new research on 
baldness. 
Dr. Norman Orentreich, in 
New York City, who introduced 
the concept of hair transplants 
almost a quarter of a century 
ago, now believes that locally 
applied drugs and hormones 
may eventually be the answer 
to the distressing problem of 
premature male baldness or 
pattern baldness.

I am a pretty good drinker. 
I’m beginning to worry about 
my liver. Can any doctor per­ 
form tests to show if my liver is 
functioning properly? 
Mr. T.D.E., Ky. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
All heavy “drinkers” should 
realize that large quantities of 
alcohol can be damaging to the 
liver. 
It is sad when they learn too 
late that their excessive 
drinking has done irreparable 
damage to their liver. 
Liver function tests are very 
accurate. Studies of the blood 
show the presence of special 
enzymes associated with liver 
disorders. 
Dozens of complicated tests 
are included in the liver profile 
which yield 
valuable in­ 
formation about the normal or 
abnormal functioning of this 
vital organ. 
All doctors have at their 
disposal 
laboratories and 
hospital facilities where such 
surveys can be made. There are 
now many X-ray scanning 
devices 
which 
can 
add 
knowledge as to the state cf the 
liver. 
By all means, have these 
studies done. 'Hie results may 
give you new insight into the 
value of good health.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands (A P) — 
Dutch police and marines fired 
magnesium grenades early today to 
temporarily blind four convicts holding 
15 persons hostage in a prison chapel, 
then captured the men and rescued the 
hostages unharmed. 
“ Several shots were fired in the air 
by the marines, but there were no 
casualties,” Police 
Chief Albert 
Peijster said. 
The operation was over in 15 minutes, 
officials said. 
The hostages, who included two 
women, 
were 
taken 
to 
police 
headquarters and then to their homes. 
They had been captives since Saturday 
night, but a police spokesman said they 
were in “ surprisingly good condition.” 
The four convicts were hurried off to 
cells. One of them was a 23-year-old 
Palestinian guerrilla, Adnan Ahmad 
Nuri, serving a five-year sentence for 
helping to hijack and burn a British 
airliner last March. The other three 
were an Algerian and two Dutchmen, 
all serving terms for armed robbery. 
The convicts had demanded a plane 
to take them to an undisclosed foreign 
country and also that Nuri’s con­ 
federate in the March hijacking, Sami 
Houssin Tamimah, be allowed to join 
them. Justice Minister Andries van Agt 
told a news conference the government 
never intended to grant the demands. 
Peijster and van Agt refused to give 
details of the rescue at Scheveningen 
prison “ because we may have to do it 
again.” But police sources gave this 
account : 
The police waited 
until 
4 a.m. 
because they thought some of the 
convicts would be asleep. Then they 
hurled magnesium grenades through 
the chapel windows and at the same 
time cut the lock on the chapel door 
with acetylene torches. 
The latter process took about IO 
seconds. Psychiatrists had advised the 
police that the noise of the exploding 
grenades and the glaring light of the 


burning magnesium would confuse, 
frighten and blind the convicts for at 
least that long. 
Fifteen marines and policemen 
wearing bulletproof vests rushed 
through the door.
